nited States send a large army 
of thousands of its soldiers 
will be men of Irish name and Irish blood, 
The little group of Irish-American fanatics 
who sought to keep America ont of the 
war merely because they hate England has 
been brushed aside contemptuously by a 
mighty nation in arms. ‘There is no sug 

gestion that the vast body of Americans 
of Irish birth or descent has not answered 
President Wilson's call with enthusiasm. 
A letter has just been published which 
Mr. M‘Laughlin, President of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians in America, addressed 
two months ago to Mr. Wilson. It gave 
assurances of the loyalty of 250,000 mem 

bers of the Order in America “in any 
conflict that may arise between this and 
any nation in the world, ' Mr, Wilson has 
accepted “this inspiring reassurance ’ with 
gratitude, and we have no doubt that it will 
be fulfilled. These sons and grandsons of 
Irish exiles have traditional grievances 
against England—some real and some ima- 
ginary-~—but they are ready to fight by Eng- 
land’s side to-day for two overpowering 
reasons. The first is that they are Amer- 
cans and that America has made England s 
war her own, because during the last three 
years England has been defending with 
her best blood and her treasure the liber- 
ties of the United States. The other 
reason is that, these Irish-Americans hate 
tyranny and oppression, and that England 
is now in death-grips with the most merci- 
less tyrant and oppressor in the history of 
Christian times. A common ideal has 
sealed this great alliance between the ga) 
and reckless valour of Irish-America and 
resolution of the nation that 
shattered Spain's Armada crushed 
Napoleon. For these Irish-Americans the 
German threat has torn up three dismal! 
centuries of Anglo-Irish history. 

This is America’s war, and the Irish- 
Americans have pledged themselves to 
fight, with England, for America. This is 
Ireland's war (as Mr. Redmond has told 
his country); yet Ireland still refuses to

fight, with England, for Ireland. It is

What reason 
exists, that any sane and patriotic Irish- 
man can offer without shame to another, 
why Ireland should not take her full shave | 
in the peril and sacrifice of this war? Such | 
altempts to explain her failure as that 
which we print to-day from the Reverend 
Dudley Fietcher fill us with impatience | 
and anger. It is true that England has 


made many blunders in her recent deal- 
ings with Ireland. 
cruiting campaign in this country was 
conducted inefficiently. It is true’ that 
England's refusal to enforce conscription 
in Ireland was criminal folly. When all 
that has been admitted, how is Ireland's 


| shame mitigated in the slightest degree? 


Mr. Fletcher talks of “historical causes” 
—the last fumbling plea of those amiable 
sentimentalists whe cannot, or will not, 
see things as they are. Ireland is in ex- 
treme danger. Our liberties and the 
honour of our women are at stake.

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GRAVE ILLNESS OF THE GERMAN 


EMPEROR. 

The Washington Correspondent of the 
Morning. Post, telegraphing. last night, says :— 
A report has reached me that the German Em- 
peror is fatally ill. with Bright’s disease. The 
news comes to mg through American financial 
sources, having close connections with important 
German bankers in this country on most inti- 
mate terms with the German Government. The 
Emperor, aceording to my imformant, has for 
sume months past been in the depths of depres- 
sion. The efforts made by his physicians and 
entourage to rally him have been unsuccessful, 
and the disease has so completely fastened it- 
self upon him that his recovery is impossible, 
and his death within the next few months is to 
be expected. With his death, according to the 
German bankers, the House of Hohenzollern 
will lose the throne of Germany, as the Crown 
Prince is known to be a moral degenerate, 
and the German people will not accept bim as 
their Sovereign. LKither Germany will ea 
Republic or a limited Constitutional Monarchy, 
the real power being exercised by Parliament, 
elected by universal franchise. It is the opinion 
of the German bankers, knowing the conditions 
existing in Germany and the temperament of 
the German people, that, unless there should be 
a sudden uprising, which they do not now anti- 
cipate, a Constitutional Monarchy, rather than 
a Republic, will be the outcome.

By a Public Meals Orde®, dated yesterday, 
the Food Controllér’ makes: the following 
orders :—£ : 

Except under the authority of the Food Con: 
troller the following regulations as to food. 
stuffs shall be observed in every inn, hotel, 


restaurant, refreshment house, club, boarding- | 


house, and place of refreshment open to the 
general public (hereinafter referred to as public 
eating place) and by every person having the 
management or control thereof. - i 

(a.) No meat, poultry, or game shall be served 
or eaten on any. meatiess day.” The meatless 
day in the area comprising the City of London 
and the Met litan police district shall be 

ay, and where in the United Kingdom 
shall be Wednesday in every week. 

(b.) No potatoes or any food of which pota- 
toes form part. shall be served or eaten on any 
day except on meatless days and on Fridays. 

The total quantities of meat, flour, bread, 
and sugar used in or by any public eating place 
in any week shall mot exceed the gross quanti 
ties ascertained in accordance with the follow- 
ing sealé of average quantities per meal :— 

Breakfast.—Meat, two ounces; sugar, two: 
MH of an ounce; bread, two ounces; flour, 
nil. 

Luncheon (including middie-day dinner).— 
Meat, five ounces; sugar, two-sevenths of an 
ounce; bread, two ounces; flour, one ounce. 

Dinner (including supper and* meat tea).— 
Meat, five ounces; sugar, two-sevenths of an 
ounce; bread, two ounces; flour, one ounce. 

Tea.—Meat, nil; sugar, two-sevenths of an 
ounce; bread, two óunces; flour, nil. 

The following provisions shall have effect. as 
to weight—Two ounces of poultry and game to 
be reckoned as one ounce of meat. The weight 
of meat ió.be the uncookéd weight, including 
bone, as usually delivered by the butcher, and 
the weight of pouliry and game shall be the 
uncooked weight as usually delivered by the 
poulterer, without feathers or without skin as 
the case may be, but iticluding offal; 25 per 
cent. to be added to the weight of meat de- 
livered cooked into the public eating place, and 
per cent, when delivered cooked and without 

ne. 
as three ounces of flour. Cakes, biscuits, 
pastries, confectionery, and similar articles, 
when the ingredients are not otherwise brought 
into account, to be reckoned as containing 30 
per cent. of flour and 20 per cent. of sugar by 
weight.

Mr. BONAR LAW, in reply to Mr. Herbert 
Samuel, said that the Agricultural Bill, embody- 
ing the agricultural policy which the Prime 
Minister recently Gutlined to the House, could 
not be introduced before the recess, but it was 
now practically complete, and would be intro- 
duced immediately on the House reassembling. 
The businéss when the House reassembled would 
he :—Tuesday, April 17th—Second reading Par- 
liament ahd Local Elections Bill (the bill for 
continuing the life of Parliament), and, if there 
were time, the Venoreal Diseases Bill, second 
reading of the Munitions of War Bill, and the 
Billeting of Civilians Bill; Wednesday, the re- 
maining stages of the Parliament and Local 
Elections Bill, and the report of the Criminal 
Law Amendment Bill; Thursday, the Education 
Estimates. ' 

THE WOOL CLIP. 

Sir. JOHN SPEAR asked the Financial 
Secretary to the War Office what was the 
price to be paid for this year’s woo) clip. 

Mr. FORSTER—It has been decided that the 
schedule of prices will be based on an increase 
of 50 per cenit. above the average prices paid 
in June and July, 1914. It shouldabe noted 
that the schedule of prices will be: based on 
average prices, and that the actual price re- 
eeived by each farmer will, of course, depend 
on the quality and condition of the wool. 

MOTION FOR EASTER 
ADJOURNMENT. 

On the motion for the Easter adjournment, 

Mr. HOGGE urged the claims of leading sea- 
men and lower ratings in the Navy to increased 
pay and pensions. 

Dr. MACNAMARA said that he was unable 
to accede to the request for increased pay. It 
was gratifying to know that on an average these 
men remitted home to their families £750,000 
monthly, or about 12s. 6d. per head weekly. It 
was not true to say that there had been very 
few promotions to commissioned rank during the 
war. On the contrary, there had Leen a good 
many promotions given for war service. 

Sir CHARLES HENRY deplored the loss by 
Parliament of its control over Government 
policy, legislation, and finance, and suggested 
that this control should be restored by the 
adoption of tha French system of commissions.

Mr. SNOWDEN—What substitutes for the 
lessened consumption of bread are suggested 
by the Department; or is it intended that 
there should be a reduction in the total con- 
sumpion of food by the people? 

Captain BATHURST—I do not pretend, by 
way of answer to a question, to state all the 
various substitutes that might be adopted for 
wheat and bread.. The hon, member is aware 
that a good many other cereals enter now into 
.the constitution of the loaf, and it is very 
desirable that. other cereals should, where pos- 
sible, be substituted in tho ordinary domestic 
economy for the flour of wheat. What is hoped 
is, that’ the well+to-do classes, who do not 
normally consume as much bread, should ab- 
stain still further: from their ordinary allow- 
ance, so as to render more bread available for 
those for whom it is most essential. 

Sir C. HENRY—Has the hon. gentleman had 
his attention called to tho wastage of the 
present quality of bread? ; 

Sir W. ESSEX—Is there not great waste in 
the use of cereals for brewing? 

Sir HENRY DALZIEL—I!Is 
about to be issued? 

Captain BATHURST— 

| am not in a position to state that any 
fresh rationing proposals are about to be 
made for domestic observance, but there 
is about te be issued an order relating to 
hotels and restaura%ts, in which certain 
rationing provisions will be included. 

Colonel] PAGE CROFT—Is it not a fact that 
there are no more ‘cereals for brewing? - 

Captain BATHURST—That is 60. The 
amount of mali produced for this purpose can, 
in no case, exceed what is required for the now 
limited output of beer. 


PRICE OF BREAD. 

Captain BATHURST stated, in reply to Mr. 
Will Thorne, that resolutions had been received 
from a small number of co-operative societies 
and trade councils, asking the Governmeut to 
fix the price of bread at 6d. per 41b. loaf, and, 
if 1t entailed a loss, to make it a war charge 
borne by the Government; but none had been 
received, so far as he was aware, from any 
local municipal authority. He was aware of 
the difficulties produced by the increased price 
of commodities, but he hesitated to believe that 
there was any general unwillingness to share in 
the common sacrifice inevitably resulting from 
existing war conditions. He had already in- 
formed the House that the question of fixing 
the price of wheat, fiour, and bread was now 
being considered by the Government. a 


CONSUMPTION OF MALT, 

Captain BATHURST informed Mr. Aneurin 
Williams that the weekly amount of malt now 
being used in the manufacture of beer was, ap- 
proximately, 40,000 qrs. He had no information 
as to the amount used in manufacting other in- 
toxicating liquors. The use of malt as a food 
for stock would be a very costly expedient. 


DEARTH OF FOOD FOR STOCK. 
Mr. ANEURIN WILLIAMS asked was the 
hon. gentleman aware that the dearth of food 
for stock was so great that if was serious! 
stated that we should have to slaughter i 
of our stock for want of food. . 
Captain BATHURST~—It may in the long run 
prove necessary in the national interest to do 
so. It is very undesirable that a large quantity 
of cereal food should be live stock 
when it is fit for human food 
GERMAN PRISONERS’ POTATO RATIONS.

Sin,—In your leading article headed “ The 
Shame of Ireland,” in your issue of April 5rd, 
you omit to say anything about the shame of 
‘As at present 


constituted, Great Britain and Ireland form 
one political unit. Why then was Ireland 
treated differently from the rést of the United 
Kingdom? If every Englishman, Scotsman, and 
Welshman of ‘military age is required to dis- 
charge the elementary duty of citizenship by 
fighting for his country, why is the Irishman 
exempted? Had national service been intro- 
duced at the outbreak of the war, there is 
every reason to believe that Irishmen would 
have accepted it with enthusiasm. The war 
would then have afforded that community of 
interest which would have united all parties in 
Ireland, and all Ireland with the Empire and 
its Allies, and Ireland would share to the full 
the glory of the great struggle for the highest 
interests of humanity. But the Imperial Go- 
vernment declined to call upon Ireland to share 
the same burden, offer the same sacrifice, and 
win the same glory as the rest of the United 
Kingdom. Great Britain is herself largely to 
blame if Ireland now exhibits some of the 
characteristics of a spoilt child. i 

Owing to historical causes the war call did not 
appeal to a large section of Irishmen as it did 
to the rest of the Empire. It was the duty of 
the Government to enlighten them, and to see 
that they did their duly ag well as others, in 
return for the privileges which they enjoy as 
citizens. If a proper appeal had been made to 
the Irish national spirit, 1 believe that the 
result would have been very different. What 
Ireland actually experienced was abdication of 
government, followed by military law. If a 
schoolmaster governed his boys in this way, he 
would never gain the confidence an@ loyalty of

Sin,—In connection with the statements which 
recently appeared in the Press to the effect 
that the closing down of the breweries in Dub. 
lin and Ireland would cause a serious milk 
famine, and consequent serious child mortality 
might we ask a few questions of public interest ? 

Is it not a fact that large quantities of barley 
and barley-meal would be made available for 
feeding purposes by such a closure ? 

Is it not a fact that barley-meal is ag valu- 
able a feed for cows as palm-nut cake or 
cotton cake, end much more economical] ? 

Is it not a fact that the whole is greater than 
its part—that more nutriment lies in the whole 
grain than in the washed-out, fibrous matter 
titled “brewer's grains’; that, if all the 
barley now in the hands of the malisters and 
brewers were suitably crushed and ground, a 
much greater amount of feeding stuflg would 
be available for milch cows around Dublin 
than is the case at present? 

Is it not a fact that in Copenhagen brewer's 
grains ere prohibited as feed in dairies owing 
to their effoct of introducing inte milk elements 
injurious to infant health P—Youra, etc.,
